Rrw.'imcn and Rcpubllcnn pre.ilclentlal hope- 
fiil.*; have returned the compliment, wllhotil 
any qualifications. 

Thus each Indirectly admit.'; the other l.i 
rlRht. Mr, Truman doesn't claim that he 
has been the best President in our history, 
nor do the Jeglslators boast that the 80th 
congress has the proudc.it record. They have 
thrown defense aside and are all out for 
attack. 

This doc.i not promise to be an edifying 
spectacle. And when the President hints 
that there may be more of the .-jame "when 
thlnRS warm up and we get Into politics," 
many voters will feel a chill of apprchcn.-^lon. 
For It promises to rob the coming campaign 
of the vestige of aanity which usually sur- 
vlvca the aolcmn quadrennial ceremony of 
choosing a new chief executive and body 
of laivTnakcrs. 

The prc^pect of a debate on whether we 
really have had the worst government in our 
history during the lost two years Is something 
degrading. It also threatens to becloud cer- 
tain important Issue."! and deepen the normal 
partisan divisions of an election year by 
artificial means. 

Any fluch theme for a campaign debate 
would tend to dcRcnerate into a Democratlc- 
Hcpubllcan argument. That, of course. Is 
not what It really is. It Is a White House- 
capital hill argument. There arc partisan 
aspects to tho feud, but there are also partisan 
flctlvltlca that contradict them. 

II tho present campaign theme Is con- 
tinued, however, we may depend on a broad- 
jilde of Bcnernlltlcs that will blow the In- 
consistencies iilcy high. If it continues, the 
votera will bo offered what in effect Is the 
ehoico of returning to office the nation's 
worst President or Its worst congress. 

There was a time, before this contest for 
tho booby prize began, when It seemed that 
congress would be wise to reconvene after 
the political conventions and gKe «ome Im- 
portant and pressing legislation the delibera- 
tion that It deserves. But now that return 
would clearly be disastrous. 

A booby-prlro campaign would be embar- 
rassing enough without its becoming n ruling 
factor in the acts of congres.-;. For the 
jihndow of world affairs, and America's pl:vco 
In them cannot be removed from the activi- 
ties of a national election. 

The United Slates has a big !nvc;;lmcnt In 
world affairs and a big stake In their out- 
come. America's voice is one of the two 
strongest in shaping them, Tho authority of 
that voice will be lessened somewhat by our 
political wrangling this summer. That can't 
be helped. But both major parties, for their 
own good, should take care that the country's 
dignity and pre.stlge are not dangerously 
weakened by hlRh-pltched outbursts of free 
speech. 

We hope lhal the booby-prizc campaign 
will be abandoned. If it Is not, we should 
like to devote another editorial to a few 
questions which we hope both sides will be 
asking themsclvci and onswerlng before they 
go further.
